Following the murders of the Jewish athletes at the 
Olympic Games in Munich in September, .1972, President Nixon 
established the Cabinet Committee to Combat Terrorism chaired 
by the Secretary of State. This Committee was composed of 
Cabinet-level officials and included the Acting Director of 
the FBI. The Committee was supported by a working group to 
whilch Assistant Director Miller was designated to represent 
the FBI. .——-rs*js» . 


! The mission of the Cabinet Committee is to consider 

the most effective means by which to prevent terrorism here 
and abroad and to take the lead in establishing procedures 
to insure our Government can take appropriate action in response 
to ’acts of terrorism swiftly and effectively. At one of its 
first meetings, the working group designated the FBI to assume 
primary responsibility in the event of any terrorist attacks 
in the U. S., which fall under Federal jurisdiction. All other 
Federal departments and agencies were directed to assist the 
FBI in "'every appropriate way. 

\ At the time the Cabinet Committee to Combat Terrorism 
was established. Federal jurisdiction was limited with respect 
to terrorist acts. However, Congress was considering PFO to 
provide an umbrella of Federal protection over a large number

The purpose of thi3 memorandum is to $dvise the 
Department of Justice of my concept of the FBI’s authority and 
responsibility for dealing with international terrorist attacks 
on foreign diplomats and diplomatic establishments in the 
United States as they fall within the purview of the Act for 
the Protection of Foreign Officials and Official Guests of the 
United States, also known as Public Law 92-539.j 

By memorandum dated September 25, 1972, addressed to 
the Secretary of State, captioned "Action to Combat Terrorism,” 
the President directed the establishment of the^abinet^Conmittee 
to Comb at Terrorism. This Committee was to be chaired by the 
Secretary of “State and included the Director of. the FBI and 
the Attorney General among its members. The Cabinet Committee 
was formed in order to devise procedures for reacting swiftly 
and effectively to acts of terrorism. Federal offices and 
Federal departments and agencies were directed to cooperate with 
the Committee in carrying out its function and to comply with 
policies, guidelines, standards and procedures prescribed by the 
Committee. 
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One of the first acts of this Committee was to designate 
the FBI to take charge of any situation involving a terrorist act 
in the United States. The establishment of the Cabinet Committee ft 
was followed by the enactment of Public Law 92-539. The President fj 
signed this lav/ on October 24, 1972; and, after considerable study, g 
the Department assigned exclusive Federal investigative juris¬ 
diction to the FBI. The establishment of the Committee and the *} 

enactment of Public Law 92-539 are a direct result of the increasing^ 
incidence of international terrorism, and both the Committee and fcj 
the Department of Justice instructed that th©..,F3I assume.jraspon- ° 

sibility in the event of an international terrorist attack. } s 
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The Acting Attorney General 


In an attempt to prepare to deal with terrorist attacks 
in the United States, particularly those which involve the seizure 
of a diplomatic building or the kidnaping of diplomatic personnel, 
contingency plans were developed by each field office of the FBI 
as well as FBI Headquarters, the State Department, the White House 
and other agencies with designated responsibilities under Public 
Law 92-539, The FBI contingency plans were developed in an 
attempt to prepare for potential terrorist attacks of a nature 
likely to be faced by a particular FBI field office. 

The current policy is that the FBI will use lethal 
force only in self-defense and in defense of other people's lives. 
The FBI will respond to a terrorist attack and will resolve the 
issue of aggressive force based on the facts and circumstances at 
the time. A memorandum of tinderstanding with the Department of 
Defense was signed by the Attorney General and the Secretary 
of Defense dated November 11, 1972. This memorandum pledges full 
support of the military through loan of military weapons and other 
equipment that the FBI might need in responding to a terrorist 
attack. Under the best of circumstances, however, delay of 
several hours can be expected between the time of request and 
time of delivery of any military equipment needed. Such delay 
could be intolerable. Federal troops cannot be used if the use 
would be a violation of the Posse Comitatus Act, which requires 
that, prior to use of Federal troops in civilian matters, the 
President must issue a proclamation which in effect states that 
civilian authority has broken down and civilian authority is no 
longer in a position to fulfill its responsibilities. 

In preparing the aforementioned contingency plans, each 
of our field offices contacted local law enforcement agencies and 
discussed their capabilities to deal with terrorist acts. Each 
field office has this information in its contingency plan, and 
liaison is maintained on a continuing basis so that these resources 
can be made available to the FBI if the need exists. 

We have made these preparations inasmuch as we foresee 
the possibility of a terrorist attack in this country which would 
require the use of lethal force by the FBI. The kinds of inter¬ 
national terrorist activity which cause us to consider this 
possibility very seriously include the following: 
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The Acting Attorney General 


In May, 1972, Japanese terrorists murdered innocent 
passengers at Lod Airport in Tel Aviv, Israel. This was followed 
by the Munich massacre in September, 1972, when the A1 Fatah 
"Black September" group brutally murdered Israeli athletes and 
was later described as being "ecstatic and tremendously happy 
with the results in Munich." On March 1, 1973, eight "Black 
September" organization terrorists seized several foreign 
diplomats, including the United States Ambassador to Sudan and 
the Deputy Chief of the United States Mission, when they took 
over the Saudi Arabian Embassy in Khartoum, Sudan. Less than a 
week later, information was received that explosives had been 
placed in vehicles near the locations of three Israeli establish¬ 
ments in New York City. These explosives were subsequently located 
and the tragedy averted. On July 1, 1973, Colonel Josef Alon, _ 
Air Attache, Israeli Embassy, Washington, D. C., was murdered 
outside his home as he returned from a party. Information 
received to date indicates that this was an assassination by a 
terrorist group from outside the United States. 

On August 5, 1973, terrorists exemplified an utter 
disregard for human life and a contempt for established civilized 
rules of society when they wantonly massacred civilians at the 
airport in Athens, Greece. These terrorists also claimed to 
be part of the "Black September" organization. On August 27, 

1973, a terrorist bomb exploded on the sixth floor of the 
British Embassy in Washington, D. C., blowing off one hand and 
a finger on the other hand of a secretary who was opening mail 
in the Embassy. 

These are but a few examples of international terrorist 
acts committed by individuals who are fanatically committed to 
a cause, and are ready to accept whatever consequences there 
might be to their terrorist acts. They are not only ready to die 
for their maniacal beliefs, but are ready to murder innocent by¬ 
standers and kill hostages in cold blood if their demands are 
not met. The United States is not immune from such activity. 

We have already updated some of our weaponry, equipment, 
and training in order that wo will be in a position to use lethal 
force, if necessary, to neutralize a terrorist act, defend in¬ 
nocent persons, and defend ourselves. We anticipate further up¬ 
dating and augmenting of weaponry, communications equipment. 
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and body armor. Some of our personnel have been trained in the 
use of highly specialized equipment, weaponry and tactics in 
order to enable us to deal swiftly and decisively with terrorist 
acts and additional personnel are being scheduled for similar 
training. 

It appears that the President, as well as the Cabinet 
Committee to Combat Terrorism, expects the FBI to take the full 
initiative and be in charge of any situation where there is an 
attack and seizure of a diplomatic establishment or other extreme 
act by international terrorists falling under the umbrella of 
'Public Law 92-539. We hope that a terrorist act such as I have 
outlined heretofore does not occur in this country; but, if it 
does, the FBI will take whatever action is deemed necessary by 
the circumstances, including combat-type action and the use of 
lethal force din the defense of lives of our own personnel or \ 

of other individuals including hostages.

It Is Deposed to conduct under the auspices of the 
United Nations Social Defence Research Institute a 
series of analytic and projective studies on terrorism, and 
on current or potential international mechanisms for coping 
with it. 

The purpose of this Drogramme would be to prospect 
situations and Dossible intervention models to prevent or 
deal with specific types of terrorism,and to make this 
Information available to policy makers and policy-making 
bodies on whom the actual (and often highly political) 
choice of intervention and control models depends. 

This means that the central focus of the UNSDRI effort 
cannot be on the elaboration of international conventions, 
although the proposed studies would in the long run con¬ 
tribute substantially to that objective by identifying 
Issues, policy choices and their feasibility at the inter¬ 
national levelV. The UNSDRI programme is designed to 
Identify and discuss, with reference to specific types 
of situations , a whole range of choices relating to pos¬ 
sible prevention and intervention models, informal as 
well as formal, normative or ad- hoc (i.e. with regard to 
particular crisis situations), with comprehensive coverage 
or regarding specific issues (e.g. on exchanges of In¬ 
formation, or extradition), which may be considered on a 
national,bilateral, regional or international basis or in 
combination of them. A special effort would be made to 
prospect the feasibility and negotiability of the various 
approaches. 

Since the UNSDRI studies would not be directly aimed at 
the elaboration of International norms, it is possible and 
"indeed necessary to propose a wide definition of "terrorism" 
as a point of departure, covering a whole range of in¬ 
timidatory acts or acts of violence directed at the public

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Individuals or groups of in^iduals, whatever their 
motivation may be2/. 

- Within such a wide conceptual framework, the programme 
would focus on specific kinds of terrorism in specific 
situations, actual or potential (e.g. the taking of hos¬ 
tages, or plane highjacking in the context of a particular 
type of conflict) which are or may be expected to be of 
concern to the international community. 

- In that perspective, it is not proposed to draw a sharp 
distinction between national and international terrorism, 
at least for purposes of analysing or projecting patterns 
of behaviour. On the other hand, it is suggested that 
acts of violence committed under the colour of govern¬ 
ment authority should not be considered In this particular 
series of studies; although it is recognized that they 
can also be defined as terrorism, it is evident that their 
prevention and control involves intervention mechanisms 
different from those appropriate for terrorist action by 
Individuals or groups of individuals. 

3. Method The proposed programme would be conducted by a combina¬ 

tion of research (data gathering and evaluation), in¬ 
formal small workshop discussions, and a final evaluative 
colloquium. Wherever possible, it would build upon re¬ 
search products already available, e.g. research on 
violence and group violence, and on the operationa l 
experience of pa rticular countries or in ter nat ional 
Bodies^ Research and workshops would involve”(in addi¬ 
tion to the core UNSDRI staff) selected experts (law, 
criminology, sociology, etc.), policy makers * as well 
as system operators (e.g. law enforcement, air transport, 
communications).

Zj By contrast very specific, and often conflicting operational definitions 
had to be proposed where the purpose was to develop international con¬ 
ventions on terrorism.

The inability to - 
arrive at an agreed definition has no doubt been a major obstacle to the 
formulation of an international compact both in the United Nations and, 
at the regional level, in the Council of Europe.
